2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses the fact that the trigger is pivotally mounted and has a 
surface shaped such that the user can apply a force in a direction substantially 
parallel to the first axis to rotate the trigger from its rest position to its active position, 
see in particular description col. 3, lines 38-48 and figures 3, 8 and 12. The same 
objection applies to the two other document D2 and D3, see respectively the figures 
and abstract. 


3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-7 

Dependent claims 2-7 do not contain any features which, in combination with the

The description should have been brought into conformity with the new claims to be 
filed; care should be taken during revision, especially of the introductory portion 
including any statements of problem or advantage, not to add subject-matter which 
extends beyond the content of the application as originally filed (Art. 34 2) b)). 

2. To meet the requirements of Rules 6 3 b) the independent claim should have been 
properly cast in a two part form, with those features which in combination are part of 
the nearest prior art being placed in the first part. 

3. To meet the requirements of Rule 5.1 a vi, the cited documents should have been 
identified in the description and the relevant background art therein is to be indicated. 

4. The features of the claims should have been provided with reference signs placed in 
parentheses (Rule 6.2(b) PCT).

1 . Claim 1 is not clear since the feature "the trigger is pivotally mounted and has a 
surface shaped such that the user can apply a force in a direction substantially 
parallel to the first axis to rotate the trigger from its rest position to its active position"
